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1. TRACING BACK THE HISTORY OF 
REVERENCE AND ADORATION 


Today the South Korean people, subjected to the 
knavish fascist oppression of U.S. imperialism and 
its lackeys, always look up to Premier Kim I] Sung, 
the respected and beloved Leader of the 40 million 
Korean people, and express their feelings of un- 
bounded respect and reverence for him. 

They unanimously say: 


“Premier Kim I] Sung is truly the hero of our 
nation.” 

“Marshal Kim I] Sung is the very great sun of 
our nation who illumines the path ahead of us.” 

“It is only Premier Kim I] Sung, the sun of our 
nation, that can deliver South Korea from the pre- 
sent wretched plight.” 


These words of the South Korean people are an 
epitome of their great pride of having Premier 
Kim Il Sung as the Leader and their fervent desire 
to lead a new, worthwhile life under his wise 
leadership as early as possible. 

An inhabitant in Seoul wrote in his note: 


“In Seoul, Pusan and everywhere else, the masses 
of the people, though not free to speak of it, all 
yearn to the northern half of the country and earn- 
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estly long to see Marshal Kim I] Sung at Seoul and 
Pusan some day.” 

It is not of yesterday or today that the South Ko- 
rean people started adoring Premier Kim II Sung, 
the respected and beloved Leader. Their respect and 
reverence for him date back to very early days. 


Since Premier Kim Il Sung set out on_ the 
path of revolution, the South Korean people have 
been looking up to and infinitely revering him as 
the sun of the people. 

As to this, a South Korean author wrote in his 
book: 

When the Leader conducted revolutionary acti- 
vities in his early days, the Korean people 
called him Comrade II Sung (Il for One, Sung for 
Star) in the sense that they wished him to be the 
morning star leading the people out of darkness to 
the dawn of liberation and later, renamed him 
Comrade I] Sung (Il for Sun, Sung for Attainment) 
in the hope that he would become the bright sun 
of Korea, as so great a leader of the nation like 
him could not be compared merely to the morning 
Star, (“A Short History of the Overseas Korean Revolutionary 
Movement.” Series 1, p. 31.) 


The words of the South Korean author reflect the 
unquenchable feelings of the South Korean people as 
they are, who have pined for and infinitely respected 
Premier Kim Il Sung as the sun of the nation. 

The South Korean’ people had unbendingly 
lived plucking up a great strength and courage from 
the splendid victories won by the Premier in the 15- 
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year long struggle for crushing the brigandish Japa- 
nese imperialist aggressors. 

An inhabitant of South Korea, recalling those 
days, said: 

“Even in the village where I lived there was no 
one but knew General Kim I! Sung. The units of 
General Kim I] Sung, fighting for the independence of 
Korea in Mt. Paekdu-san, imbued the poor people 
with hope and courage.” 

Reminding himself of the Pochonbo Battle in 
which Premier Kim I] Sung, lleading the anti-Japan- 
ese guerillas to the homeland, raised the torchlight 
of victory in the dark sky of the fatherland, an old 
man in South Korea said as follows: “We lived 
under the suppression of Japanese imperialism. All 
of a sudden, the news came even to our village in 
South Korea that General Kim I] Sung had annihilat- 
ed the Japanese imperialists in Pochonbo. 

“Among the villagers ran a saying that General 
Kim Il Sung, possessed of the occult arts of super- 
natural swiftness, was the star of the restoration of 
the fatherland. At this all the people became invigo- 
rated and lived with the hope for independence of 
Korea. At that time we said General Kim I] Sung 
was a man who had descended from the heaven ” 

Indeed, the name of Premier Kim I] Sung was the 
beacon of hope and the banner of siruggile for the 
Korean people. 

Immensely inspired by the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle waged by Premier Kim I] Sung, the South 
Korean people sent their dear sons and daughters to 
the anti-Japanese guerilla army led by him. 


Not only that. They joined the Association for the 
Restoration of the Fatherland and waged the anti- 
Japanese struggle under the guidance of the political 
workers dispatched by him. 

The workers carried out strikes and demonstra- 
lions in Seoul, Pusan and many other places and 
tenancy disputes took place in the Honam and 
Ryongnam districts. 

In Chinju in South Kyongsang Province, work- 
ers, youths and students attempted to go to Man- 
churia to join the General Kim I] Sung’s units. 
(The Bureau of Police Affairs of the Government-General in 
Korea, “The Higher Police Monthly Report on Foreign Affairs,” 
August 1943.) Trainees of the Training School for Rail- 
way Employees in Seoul who fervently adored 
General Kim II Sung carried on the anti-Japanese 
struggle and were suppressed by the enemy. (“The 
Higher Police Monthly Report on Foreign Affairs,” No, 48.) 

The Korean youth who were pressganged into 
the Japanese imperialist marine corps in Chinhae, 
determined to join the units led by General 
Kim Il Sung to fight, plotted a mutiny. (“The Lessons 
from the Arrest of Those Who Were Involved in Intelligence 
and Thought Affairs,’ January 1941, pp. 72-79.) 

In 1944 big characters reading “Kim I] Sung, 
General for Korean Independence” were written on 
the ceiling of the third-class cabin of the ‘“Koanma- 
ru,” a ferry steamer between Pusan and Shimonoseki. 

At that time, current among the South Korean 
people were countless legendary episodes: ‘General 
Kim I] Sung gets a mastery of such occult arts as 
manoeuvring with the supernatural swiftness and 
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disguising, enlarging and multiplying himself.” 
“General Kim I] Sung knows all the universal crea- 
tion and foresees the profound secrets of Nature” and 
“He makes rice from sand and explosive bombs from 
pine-cones and crosses the water on a dead leaf.” 

Of course, the Premier didn’t make rice from sand 
nor did he cross the water on a dead leaf. But his 
outstanding strategy and tactics and high fame 
caused such numerous legendary tales to spread a- 
mong the people. 

In connection with the adoration the South Ko- 
rean people had for Premier Kim I] Sung, even the 
Japanese imperialist aggressors could not help rais- 
ing a hue and cry. 

A Japanese writer wrote as follows: “Seven years 
ago (1944) I gave a lecture to the’ sixth-year 
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and second-year pupils of a primary and a secondary 
school together in South Korea. Then I asked them 
‘who do you think is the greatest man among the 
contemporary Japanese (including Koreans)? Ex- 
press your views honestly by secret ballot.’ I reas- 
sured them by adding ‘Don’t be afraid or scared.’ 
Then a poll was conducted by secret ballot. To my 
surprise 67 per cent of the ballots were for 
Kim I] Sung.” (Takuichiro Kamada, “New Tales of Korea,” 
p. 384.) 

Japanese historians also had this to write: “The 
name of Kim I] Sung was known even to children 
in the southern part of Korea under the suppression 
of the Japanese imperialist gendarmerie and police 
and with the dense network of surveillance, and it 
became the centre of their respect and adoration.” 
(The Japanese Institute of History “The History of the Pacific 
War,” Vol. 4.) 

When the great Leader for whom they had revered 
so much crushed the Japanese imperialist aggressors 
and returned home in triumph, the South Korean peo- 
ple were filled with great emotion. They shouted 
‘Long live General Kim II] Sung,” and sent enthusi 
astic cheers and the highest glory to the Leader, the 
peerless patriot and a legendary hero. 

Far and wide—Seoul! and Pusan, the Ryongnam 
and Honam districts, the people longed to see him 
in South Korea as early as possible and South Ko- 
rean publications emulated each other to carry 
articles of his revolutionary activities. 

After liberation the situation in Korea was com- 
plicated. Especially, in South Korea occupied by the 
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U.S. imperialist aggressors, riffraffs behaved them- 
selves to be “heroes,” “generals,” “patriots” and so on. 
Moreover, all sorts of traitors to the nation at home 
and abroad rallied together and betrayers to revolu- 
tion and the hireling spies of the U.S. imperialists 
who had slipped into the ranks of the working class 
movement jumbled themselves together. 


Such being the situation, the South Korean peco- 
ple saw their bright future in Premier Kim I] Sung, 
looking up to him. 

On November 29, 1945, a youth organization in 
Seoul, in a transport of joy at the news of the 
Leader’s returning home in triumph, sent a message 
to him, pledging loyalty to him: 

‘We progressive youths in Seoul regard it as an 
honour to send this message with burning emotion 
to you esteemed General Kim Il Sung, the genuine 
patriot and great Leader of Korea. 

‘Japanese imperialism, unparalleled in the world 
history of mankind in brutality, has fallen down.... 

“It would not have been defeated so soon if it 
had not been for you esteemed General Kim I] Sung 
who fought in Mt. Paekdu-san to crush the Japanese 
imperialist aggressive troops... 

“In the area north of the 38th parallel, the Japan- 
ese imperialist aggression army was disarmed imme- 
diately and administrative power was handed over 
to the Korean people, the sounds of hammering now 
rise powerfully in construction sites, whereas, in the 
south of the 38th parallel, the remnants of Ja- 
panese imperialism still remain as in the past, and 
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the traitors to the nation and pro-Japanese elements 
avowedly seek a chance to seize powev.... 

“We young men are aware of the weightiness of 
responsibility incumbent upon us and consider it as 
a most urgent duty for us to become a propelling 
power for forming a national united front except the 
pro-Japanese elements and traitors to the nation.... 

“Though our responsibility is great and weighty 
and our path is arduous, we firmly believe that just- 
ice and truth we hold dear will be thoroughly realiz- 
ed under the leadership of General Kim II Sung.... 

“Long live General Kim I] Sung, the Leader of 
the Korean youth! Long live the complete indepen- 
dence of Korea!” 

This pledge of loyalty to the Leader was also that 
of the entire South Korean people. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors were scared at 
the fact that the South Korean people cherished the 
profound feeling of reverence toward Premier 
Kim II Sung. 

A man who met MacArthur in Tokyo, Japan, soon 
after August 15, 1945, (the day of Korea’s liberation) 
said in his recollection: 

“One day in October 1945, I had a chance to meet 
MacArthur in Tokyo, Japan. 

“At that time, he, sitting deep in the sofa, was 
puffing away at his pipe. Speaking in an unsteady 
voice he expressed his anxiety—somewhat undefin- 
ed—about General Kim I] Sung’s returning home in 
triumph and overtly forced me to obey the occupation 
army in South Korea and take the road of betray- 
ing the nation. 
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“At that time, Yankees considered, I learnt later 
on, that as General Kim I] Sung was the saviour 
of the Korean people and the famous commander 
who defeated the Kanto Army one million strong, 
the mere announcement of his name would attract 
the people. Consequently, they thought that to de- 
tach even one more person from around General 
Kim I! Sung was a fundamental problem that would 
be decisive of the success of the American policy to- 
wards Asia. 

“But for General Kim Il Sung, what would have 
become of Korea? When I rethink that thanks to 
General Kim I] Sung, Korea gloriously emerged vic- 
tcrious blazing the arduous road of the revolution 
which no one has ever trodden, I feel a boundless 
proud.” 

That Premier Kim I] Sung is with us, indeed, pro- 
ves itself to be a great strength which promises the 
bright future of Korea and makes the enemy perish. 

The South Korean people came to Pyongyang to 
ask the Leader for instruction. Among them were 
people of all walks of life such as workers, peasants, 
politicians, professors and writers. 

Two journalists of the “Seoul Shinmun” were 
received by Premier Kim I] Sung on December 29, 
1945. 

Back in South Korea, they wrote the interview, 
which reads in part: 

“The smile that appears on his cheeks, the soft 
but unusually glittering eyes. Our hero General 
Kim I] Sung.... 

“We are having an interview with the young hero 
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General Kim II Sung, the military genius that our 
nation has produced. As far back as in the days when 
our nation was driven to a gloomy situation under 
the Japanese imperialist tyranny, the General 
Kim I! Sung’s presence was regarded as the sun and 
hope of the nation just as his name meant. How 
many youths were encouraged and roused to the 
great struggle by his name!... He is a man of large- 
minded, open-hearted and cheerful character and has 
a modest and clear manner. He makes all in his 
company feel as if he were one of their old relations 
or friends. 

“It hardly seems credible that he had so am- 
bitious spirit and courage.... At the age of 19 he or- 
ganized the guerilla army and set out on the anti- 
Japanese struggle. The activities of the General 
since then were so much irresistible for the Japs that 
they set 15 of their army divisions against the units 
of General Kim. ...His words are free from ornamen- 
tation and his expression is clear. He is incomparab- 
ly modest... and when he is addressed as ‘General’ 
by the youths and students, he answers ‘I’m not a 
general but your friend. Call me friend, please.’ 

‘He loves the people, especiallly the youths very 
much. He receives anybody personally, attentively 
listens to him and answers his question kindly.” 
(The Seoul Shinmun, January 10, 1946, p. 2.) 

More than twenty years have passed since then. 
The South Korean people have waged an unflinching 
Struggle against the U.S. imperialists and their 
lackeys, looking up to the great Leader Premier 
Kim I] Sung. 
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They fought bravely against U.S. imperialist 
colonial rule, shouting “ Long live General 
Kim Il Sung!” as seen in September General Strike, 
the October Popular Resistance, the Armymen’s Up- 
rising in Ryosu and so on. 

Just before the founding of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea, the South Korean people elec- 
ted their representatives with all their hearts and 
sent them to the session of the glorious Supreme 
People’s Assembly, where the Korean people had 
General Kim I! Sung as Premier of the Cabinet. 

During the war ignited by the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors, they fought courageously, helping the 
People’s Army, and sent out their dear sons and 
daughters as the soldiers of General Kim Il Sung. 

They also waged a valiant struggle, in respect 
and reverence for the Premier, at the time of the 
April Popular Uprising in 1960 that led to the 
crumbling of the Syngman Rhee clique, and of the 
struggles of March 24 and June 3 in 1964. 

Indeed, any Korean who gave a thought to the 

future of the nation and was concerned about the des- 
tiny of the country was eager to have him as the 
Leader and receive his teachings. 
_ It happened when the Joint Conference of Re- 
presentatives of Political Parties and Social Organ- 
izations of North and South Korea was held in April 
1948. 

Premier Kim II Sung called for holding the Joint 
Conference so as to bring a decisive phase in the 
struggle for frustrating the U.S. imperialists’ policy 
of national split, shattering their machination to 
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The Seoul citizens, liberated by the heroic 

Korean People’s Army during the Fatherland Libera- 

tion War, are marching through the street with joy 

of being embraced in the besom of Premier 

Kim II] Sung, singing at the top of their voices the 
“Song of General Kim Ij Sung” 


stage the unilateral elections ruinous to the country 
and rig up a puppet regime in South Korea and 
for attaining the independent unification of the 
fatherland. All sections of the South Korean people, 
except the pro-Japanese and pro-U.S. elements and 
traitors to the nation, came out in active support 
of his call, and a great number of representatives of 
the South Korean political parties and social or- 
ganizations and individual personages came to 
Pyongyang at the risk of their lives. 

Among them was 70-year old Kim Ku, a dyed-in- 
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the-wool nationalist who had been dead set against 
communism. 


But after he was once received by the Premier, 
Kim Ku was firmly convinced that the sun of the 
nation, the Leader of the Korean people, is none 
other than Premier Kim I] Sung, and his obstinate, 
hidebound view to communism gave way. 

Sometime after he disclosed his impressions open- 
mindedly: 

“I like North Korea now that I have seen it. I’ve 
met a lot of Communists in Shanghai and South Ko- 
rea, but the North Korean Communists have proved 
different from them. All I knew about Communists 
in the past was that they were hidebound and good 
for nothing, but my visit here has brought me a 
realization that you are generous and broadminded 
enough for us to join hands with on any terms. I 
will co-operate with you by alll means.” 

Kim Ku never gave up his determination even 
later on and mentioned it, time and again, to his 
relations and friends who understood him, yearning 
much after Premier Kim I! Sung. 

Following are what he liked to teil his. relations 
and friends: 

‘He is the only hero who can put Korea on a 
right track. In fact, when I was in China and learnt 
that Generall Kim was fighting against the Japs, I 
merely thought that he must have been a young but 
great military strategist. And this was the way I 
thought even after August 15 liberation. But I went 
and met him in Pyongyang only to find him not only 
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a great military strategist but alsoa young but great 
politician. 

“The history rarely witnesses a hero, and one can 
hardly find a hero anywhere in a history of thousands 
of years. 

“Why, we have found such a hero in Korea.... 

“If I had known that the politics of General Kim 
represented a real communism, how would I have 
come out against it>?... Pll follow the path struck out 
by General Kim I] Sung. Our nation should follow 
that path alone.” 

The feeling of unbounded admiration of the South 
Korean people for Premier Kim I] Sung! It really 
serves as a great motive power that closely rallies 
the South Korean people with one and the same 
aspiration and will. It has also instilled the heroic 
militant stamina into the minds of the South Korean 
people who have risen up in the anti-U.S., national- 
salvation struggle for a happy future of the unified 
country. 

At the second-day sitting of the 4th Session of the 
3rd Supreme People’s Assembly held in Pyongyang 
on May 21, 1965, a speech voicing the stirring sen- 
timents was made by Pak Song Hyok, a South Ko- 
rean representative, in the presence of the respected 
and beloved Leader whom he had craved to see a- 
wake or asleep: 

“Premier Kim I! Sung, the respected and beloved 
Leader of the 40 million Korean people! 

“Twenty years have elapsed since we South 
Korean people were separated from you. Our Premier 
Kim I! Sung! Not a day, not a moment, have we pas- 
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sed without longing for you though our life is sub- 
jected to unheard-of massacre and oppression of the 
U.S. imperialists and their lackeys. Just as the chil- 
dren who left home and have been tortured by the 
strangers’ maltreatment are yearning for their pa- 
rents, SO we ipine earnestly for you, desirous of meet- 
ing you even in our dream, and call your name in 
weal and woe. 

“The brothers in the northern half share pleasure 
and joy with you, but we South Korean people have 
missed you for so long, more than 40 years, though 
we have held you in respect and reverence ever since 
you led the anti-Japanese arined struggle. 

“Premier Kim I] Sung! 

“Here I am at this meeting, standing right by 
your side.” 

Warm tears streamed down the cheeks of the 
South Korean representative. And all present at the 
meeting wept in silence. 

He wound up his speech with: 

“The love and longing for the northern half of 
the Republic and Premier Kim I] Sung constitutes 
a great banner which brings the South Korean peo- 
ple to come together with one and the same will 
and aspiration. 

“It is that great banner which has so far rendered 
it possible for us South Korean people to fight on, 
though drenched in blood, without giving in, with- 
out coming to a halt or making a false step, but in 
ever-firmer unity. 

“Living in the hearts of all of the good-minded 
South Korean people are the love for and loyalty to 
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the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, our 
fatherland, and the feelings of a profound adoration 
for the respected and beloved Premier Kim I] Sung— 
this inspires us South Korean people with the energy 
of a phoenix.” 

The unbounded trust in and respect and admira- 
tion for the respected and beloved Leader which are 
deep seated in the hearts of the South Korean people 
today are becoming deeper and deeper with every pas- 
sing day. 

They have been deepened along with the Premier 
Kim I] Sung’s brilliant revolutionary history of 40- 
odd years and enable us to win yet greater victory 
on the way of struggile indicated by him. 


2. THE RANGE OF Mt. PAEKDU-SAN 
EXTENDS TO Mt. HALLA-SAN 


Today the South Korean people are making a 
deep study of the great revolutionary family and rev- 
olutionary history of Premier Kim I] Sung, and the 
brilliant revolutionary traditions created by him, 
deeply admiring him, who organized and led the 
anti-Japanese armed struggile in his early years and 
fought and won a victory over the Japanese imperial- 
ist aggressors, as the outstanding military strategist, 
ever-victorious iron-willed brilliant commander and 
ereat Leader of the 40 million Korean people. 

They are listening to the broadcast from Pyong- 
yang on the history of the revolutionary struggle of 
the Leader over the radio they have bought with the 
money saved penny by penny even though they are 
living on grass-roots and tree-barks, while studying 
the biography of the Premier and the “Reminiscences 
of the Anti-Japanese Guerillas” they have obtained 
through various routes, passing them round from 
hand to hand. 

Moved deeply by the revolutionary family of 
Premier Kim I] Sung and his childhood, the South 
Korean people say proudly: 

“The whole family of General Kim I] Sung, in- 
cluding his grandparents and his father and mother 
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Premier Kim II Sung’s Biography “General 

Kim Il Sung, the Sun of the Nation” which 

is widely read among the revclutionaries and 
people in South Korea 


and even his mother’s folks fought for the indepen- 
dence of the country against the Japanese imperial- 
ists. Since Premier Kim I] Sung was brought up in 
such a family, he fought devotedly to restore the 
fatherland.” 

“Mr. Kim Hyong Jik and Mrs. Kang Ban Sok, the 
Premier’s parents, made strenuous efforts to bring 
him up by all means to be a patriot even though they 
Jived in poverty. Thus, the Premier grew up into 
a genuine revolutionary representing the Korean peo- 
ple, broke arduous path of 15 year-long struggle for 
the sovereignty and independence of the Korean peo- 
ple and restored our fatherland to build up the so- 
cialist country of today on it.” 
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Some inhabitants of South Korea who had hap- 
pened to see the picture-book of Mangyongdae said 
as follows: 

“The Premier was born into such a poor family. 
That is why he can conduct the state affairs so that 
all the people may live well. 

“Why shouldn’t the people support such a person 
as the Premier? He has made the poor live well all 
together and allways looks after them. So it is natural 
that the people should strive to repay him for his 
solicitude.”’ 


The South Korean peaple are expressing their 
feelings of boundless reverence for Premier 
Kim I] Sung, taking great pride in his being brought 
up since his childhood as the peerless patriot, na- 
tional hero and great Leader. 


A South Korean inhabitant said: 


“Our Premier hated the enemy more than anyone 
else and cherished an exceptionally ardent love for 
the country ever since his childhood. An ordinary 
man could not have embarked on the road of strug- 
gle crossing the Amnok River at the age of 14 deter- 
mined never to cross back this river before Korea 
became independent. Therefore Marshal Kim I! Sung, 
the respected and beloved Leader of the 40 million 
Korean people, is our peerless patriot, outstanding 
Leader and genius.” 


The South Korean people are deeply moved by 
the fact that Premier Kim Il Sung formed revolu- 
tionary organizations already in the early days of his 
revolutionary activities and opened the original path 
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to the Korean revolution, embodying the great idea 
of Juche. 

A paragraph under the sub-title of “‘T.D.’ (the 
Down-With-Imperialism Union) and Kim I] Sung” 
from the “Short History of Overseas Korean Rev- 
olutionary Movement” published in South Korea in 
December 1945 reads as follows: 

“In the mind of a boy Kim II Sung, nay, in the 
consciousness of a student Kim Sung Ju (The Premier's 
name in his boyhood—Ed),... was conceived an idea that 
he would be able to accomplish his aims only through 
the way of his own.... He organized ‘T.D.’, or the 
‘Down-With-Imperialism Union,’ excluding the ten- 
dencies of left and right wing infantilism. Great were 
the expectation for Kim I] Sung and the movement 
of the organization. Also great was the support of 
the massses to Kim Il Sung, a man of ardour, a man 
of justice. Nay, it was more than a _ support: 
Kim Il Sung, a 19-year old revolutionary, became 
quite a favourite with the masses as their dear son 
and brother and he _ himself resolved to serve 
the people sincerely. He always carried on the move- 
ment among the masses and his comrades, too, did 
not do anything unrealistic that would have had 
nothing to do with the masses. Relying, of course, 
on the masses and on the basis of the awakening and 
elevation of their consciousness, he rectified various 
outdated abuses and made gradual reforms in all 
domains of society as well. 

“He directed his main efforts to the liquidation of 
stubborn feudalistic survivals, to the settlement of 
the questions arising between the native landlords 
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and the Korean tenants, to the enlightenment of the 
peasants and to the youth and women’s movements, 
thus bringing about a sweeping change....” (“The 
Short History of Overseas Korean Revolutionary Movement,” 
Vol. I, pp. 28-30.) 

The South Korean people have a high regard 
for the respected and beloved Leader Premier 
Kim Il Sung, who founded the anti-Japanese gue- 
rilla army and led the glorious anti-Japanese armed 
struggle to victory personally braving the stern trials 
over 15 long years, admiring him as the peerless pa- 
triot, legendary hero and ever-victorious, iron-willed 
brilliant commander. 

Publications in South Korea read as follows: 

“ .From about 1931, particularly in the regions 
with Mt. Paekdu-san and the basin of the Sunghua 
river as its centre and in the borderland between 
Korea and Manchuria, there appeared an anti-Ja- 
panese force the mere mention of whose name made 
the Japanese army and police shudder with a horror 
of its protean tactics. It was none other than the 
Korean guerilla army units led by General 
Kim Il Sung. 

“They organized the Association for the Resto- 
ration of the Fatherland in 1936, decided the follow- 
ing items and waged a fierce anti-Japarese guerilla 
warfare: 

‘To cverthrow the rule of the piratical Japanese 
imperialists and establish the government of the Ko- 
rean people.’ 

‘To overthrow Manchukuo and establish the gov- 
ernment of the Chinese people provided, however, 
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an autonomy by the Korean people is enforced. 

‘To disarm the Japanese army, gendarmerie and 
police, and organize the Korean revolutionary army.’ 
(The other 7 items omitted.) 

“Those guerilla units, having equipped fully one 
hundred thousand troops of theirs mainly... with the 
weapons captured from the Japanese and the Man- 
churian armies, would make a surprise attack in a 
protean action and by outstanding tactics on the 
Japanese army and the police forces to annihilate 
them ever-victoriously, while a figure named General 
Kim I] Sung would appear everywhere at the same 
night throwing the Japanese scoundrels into a dire 
confusion.”’ (“The 36-year History of the Militarist Japan- 
ese Occupation of Korea,” Vol. the last, 1967. pp. 235-236 ) 

“..Fusung and Changpai were already known 
as a steep fortress of natural defence for their high 
mountains and thick forests, yet those who were 
reckless enough to attack Kim Il Sung’s guerilla 
forces as their objective were taken aback and dis- 
heartened, no matter who they might be, the Japanese 
or the Manchurian. 

“His appearance in the south threw the enemy 
into disruption in South Manchuria; his appearance 
in the north struck the enemy with dismay in North 
Manchuria.’’ (“The Short History of Overseas Korean Rev- 


olutionary Movement,’ Vol. I], pp. 66-67.) 

Taking pride in the brilliant combat exploits 
performed by Premier Kim I] Sung during the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle, a South Korean resident 
said: 

“Premier Kim I] Sung is the patriot peerless in 
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the world who fought solely for the restoration of 
the country going through so many hardships. 
Whenever we think of the exploits performed by 
Premier Kim I! Sung in his struggle, we come to 
have a firmer conviction that the great and saga- 
cious Premier is leading us.” 

A South Korean student who read the “Re- 
miniscences of the Anti-Japanese Guerillas”  ex- 
pressed his impressions as follows: “How strong 
those people are who, firmly armed with the great 
idea of Juche expounded by General Kim I] Sung 
and the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance, fight 
with one aim and one conviction under his leader- 
ship! And the faithfulness with which they fulfilled 
the revolutionary mission assigned by General 
Kim Il Sung without fail under any adversities, the 
burning hatred for the enemy, the ardent love for the 
country and the nation, and so forth—these are va- 
luable contents which we South Korean youth must 
learn by all means inorder to fight for the unification 
and independence of the country.” 

The South Korean people are taking high pride 
particularly in the military strategies and tactics 
of genius and outstanding military leadership by 
Premier Kim I! Sung in the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. 

They say as follows: 

“The tactics of Premier Kim I! Sung was so 
famous that there were such rumours as he employed 
art of compressing distance or exercised occult arts, 
and what not! 

“Since the guerilla tactics of General Kim I] Sung 
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was so protean, even the Japanese officers allegedly 
skilled in tactics were not matches for him, and if 
any of them were allowed to return home, sure he 
was returned in a skeleton box. General Kim II Sung’s 
units used the guns which they captured from the 
Japs’ armouries. Even when the Japs were inform- 
ed of an attempted raid on their armoury, they 
couldn’t help it.” 

Even an “operations officer” of the South Korean 
puppet army said: “the guerilla tactics of General 
Kim Il Sung is so famous that it is appraised high 
throughout the world.” And a first lieutenant of the 
puppet army told his men about the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle led by Premier Kim II Sung. 

The South Korean people are also deeply moved 
by the revolutionary method of work, the popular 
style of work and the lofty virtue of Premier 
Kim Il Sung as well as by his indomitable revolu- 
tionary spirit and the outstanding military leader- 
ship. 

An inhabitant of South Korea said: 

“T have taken it natural that famous generals in 
the long history were supposed to eat and have the 
best. And it may be said to be a kind of courtesy 
to them. But General Kim I] Sung who really values 
his men as his own children is always more concern- 
ed and worried about them than himsell. 

“Through this single fact we can see that General 
Kim I] Sung is a great Leader.” 

Another inhabitant of South Korea said: “It was 
because General Kim I] Sung lived among the peo- 
ple, conceived the restoration of the country for the 
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people forgetting food and sleep and led them with 
his outstanding tactics that the anti-Japanese gue- 
rifla army led by him fought against the Japanese 
imperialists for 15 long years and won the victory.” 

The South Korean people are boundlessly proud 
and self-confident of the fact that Premier 
Kim I] Sung created the brilliant revolutionary tradi- 
tions of the Korean people in the course of organiz- 
ing and leading the anti-Japanese armed struggle, 
and that our people have been fighting indefatigably 
looking up to him as their Leader. 

About this a South Korean publication said: 

“The Japanese imperialists had enforced the cruel 
policy of exterminating our nation for 36 years of 
long, long darkness. 

“But the Korean people are not dead.... The na- 
tional traditions were safeguarded to the end under 
the influence of the eternal blood-stains shed by the 
patriotic warriors who had risen up... with arms in 
hands... in the deep forests of Mt. Paekdu-san and in 
Manchurian plains and under the influence of the 
fierce flames of the national-liberation struggle un- 
folded by them.” (The “Ryongnam IIbo,” Jan. 12, 1961.) 

Once several inhabitants of South Korea hap- 
pened to have a look at a photographic album in- 
troducing the Museum of Korean Revolution. 

“I am much impressed indeed,” said a Cho with 
a serious look after seeing the album. “On the cover 
of a book here I have read a sentence ‘When trees 
have strong roots, their leaves grow thick.’ It is quite 
right. Since there is the root for which General 
Kim Il Sung fought for 15 years, North Korea has 
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been growing up so rapidly as we see today.” 

“What a wonder!” exclaimed a Kim, reading the 
explanation of a photo of Chongbong Camping Site. 
“What severe hardships they must have undergone 
in the depth of such a woody forest in winter cold 
of howling snow-storms! All Koreans, without excep- 
tion, should respect such distinguished persons.” 

After looking at the album through and overcome 
with emotion, a Pak said, ‘“‘While I was learning ‘the 
Song of General Kim II Sung,’ I thought deeply to 
myself. In the song, there is the passage—‘Who is the 
peerless patriot?’ and I] have come to know the 
meaning clearly, while looking at the photos today. 
He has been fighting as unyieldingly as a straight 
bamboo.” 

Today the South Korean people are resolved to 
be boundlessly loyal to him as the anti-Japanese 
guerillas were, deeply studying the revolutionary his- 
tory of Premier Kim I] Sung and the glorious revolu- 
tionary traditions of the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle organized and waged by him. 

A youth of South Korea who _ had read the 
Premier’s biography “General Kim I] Sung, the Sun 
of the Nation,” wrote in his notes: 

“I have read many books including stories and 
biographies of heroes or great men of the world. 
But I do not know the like of Premier Kim II Sung 
who smashed millions of the Japanese imperialist 
aggressive troops in the thick forests of Mt. Paekdu- 
san for the country and the people for 15 long 
years.... 

“Ts it tolerable that the half of the country which 
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the Leader restored for us is being tern off by the 
blood-stained claw of U.S. imperialism and trampled 
under foot? No, never! 

“In order to liberate the southern land and en- 
joy happiness in the bosom of the Leader, we must 
study the anti-Japanese revolutionary traditions 
created by him and rise up more bravely in the fight 
under his outstanding leadership to destroy the U.S. 
imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi traitorous clique.” 

“T have lived, but in vain so far.” said a South 
Korean inhabitant who read the “Reminiscences of 
the Anti-Japanese Guerillas” and went on: “I have 
come to know more clearly that Premier Kim I! Sung 
is the true patriot and outstanding Leader, and have 
a good idea how the guerillas fought for the inde- 
pendence of Korea.

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3. “WE ARE PROUD OF 
OUR SOCIALIST MOTHERLAND!” 


The northern half of the Republic, which has 
been turned into a powerful socialist industrial-agri- 
cultural state independent in politics, self-sustaining 
in the economy and self-defensive in national de- 
fence after putting an end to the root cause of cen- 
turies-old backwardness, exploitation and poverty 
for good under the sagacious leadership of Premier 
Kim I] Sung, the respected and beloved Leader of 
our people, has become one and onlly beacon of hope 
for the South Korean people who are eagerly desir- 
ous of a new government, new system and new 
life. 

The South Korean people see the unified country 
of tomorrow and their future in the leadership of 
Premier Kim I!

“It is said that employment is pilentiful in North 
Korea. Such a world will only afford us a secured 
living.” 

The South Korean workers languishing in the 
fetters of colonial enslavement say: 

“It is our most cherished desire to work even a 
single day at factories in the North where 8-hour 
working day and a fine social insurance system have 
been introduced.” 

“Our life-long desire will be reallized, if we be- 
come dignified masters of the land that respected 
Premier Kim Il Sung would distribute among us 
without compensation and follow the plough, reap 
bumper crop knowing no taxes,’ say those South 
Korean peasants who are suffering from hunger and 
roaming about aimlessly. 
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The petty dwellers enviously say: 

“How happy the people are in North Korea where 
free medical treatment and free education are in 
force!” 

The South Korean people express great admira- 
tion for the firm independent national economy built 
up in the northern half of the Republic under the 
leadership of the respected and beloved Leader 
Premier Kim I] Sung. 

A South Korean intellectual who is well aware 
of the economic situation in the northern half of the 
Republic had this to say:

The state has given them 
the land gratis, irrigates their farm land at all time 
with ramified irrigation networks and provides them 
with machines to plough the fields, even with seeds 
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and fertilizer, and the whole country helps them 
during the busy farming seasons. Really happy are 
the peasants in the North under the leadership of 
respected Premier Kim Il Sung. If only we peasanis 
in the South, too, could receive the leadership of 
respected Premier Kim I! Sung at an early date! 
Then, how happy we shall be! I wish I, too, can live 
a more affluent life than that of the landlord receiv- 
ing his leadership.” 

The South Korean people do not only admire 
at the economic successes in the northern half of the 
Republic. They feel great wonder at the achieve- 
ments made in the northern half in the fields of na- 
tional culture and art under the wise leadership and 
constant solicitude of Premier Kim I] Sung.

“Many youths in the South become degenerated 
due to the corrupt Yankee culture. The art in the 
North is made a means of educating the people in 
the animated spirit, the spirit of loving the country 
and people and of fighting for progress of society.” 
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“The art in the northern half has developed re- 
markably. The example of art alone is enough to 
make one realize the sagacity of the leadership of 
respected Premier Kim I] Sung.” 

The South Korean peoplle look up at the reliable 
northern half of the Republic which has a strong 
self-defensive power capable of repulsing at a stroke 
any surprise attack of the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
no matter when and where they start it—in the air 
or on the sea, in the mountain or on the field—and 
where the whole land has been converted into an 
impregnable fortress.

A South Korean worker, who saw in a Korean 
documentary film the Red Worker-Peasant Militia- 
men marching in a fine array in the mass demon- 
stration in honour of May Day, during his Japanese 
tour, said: “The North Korean people are all under 
arms. Who could dare to challenge them? It is not 
without reason that the Yankee scoundrels could 
not act indiscreetly. Is there any one who will not 
be knocked down by such strength?” 

Recalling the late Fatherland Liberation War in 
which the Korean people under the outstanding 
leadership of Premier Kim Il Sung won a victory 
over the U.S. imperialist aggressors who boasted 
of being the “strongest” in the world, a South Kore- 
an inhabitant said: “The U.S. imperialists may un- 
leash another war, but we have nothing to worry 
about. Victory belongs to the Korean people who 
enjoy the outstanding leadership of respected 
Marshal Kim I] Sung, who defeated the Japanese 
aggressive army which was said to be the mightiest 
in Asia, and brought the U.S. imperialists, who 
boasted of being the “strongest” in the world, to 
their knees.”

After the show of the film the South 
Koreans, in great admiration for his high virtues, 
his simplicity and popular style of work, so bene- 
volent and generous, said as follows:

A South Korean who is well aware of it said: “I 
cannot but pay a tribute io the warm affection of the 
respected Premier who regards the sufferings of us 
in South Korea as his own.” Another South Korean 
inhabitant said: “Premier Kim Il Sung is always 
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with us. I am deeply impressed with his virtues, 
higher than the sky, deeper than the sea.” 

The South Korean people bear deep in mind the 
warm love and concern which the Leader has shown 
tc them ever since the first day of our country’s 
division. 

It happened in June 1948. The Premier, in defi- 
ance of the obstructive schemes of the U.S. impe- 
rialists, saw to it that the peasants in South Korea, 
too, could use from that year the irrigation water 
of the reservoir built in the area of Hwanghae Pro- 
vince the construction of which started immediately 
after the liberation on his initiative. 

When the water flew down the waterway to run 
into the paddies, the South Korean peasants resid- 
ing near the reservoir jumped in it and, dipping 
their hands in the flowing water, shouted in tearful 
voices: “The water’s coming! The water’s coming, 
the water sent by our General!” 

“General Kim I] Sung, who is the hero of the Ko- 
rean nation and whom we peasants in South Korea 

Expressing their sincere gratitude for Premier 
Kim I] Sung, they wrote a letter of tharks addressed 
to him as follows:

North and South may live in the paradise of demo- 
cracy.”’ 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors cut off the water- 
way at long last in an attempt to hinder an endless 
wave of the adoration for Premier Kim I] Sung from 
being extended to more people in South Korea, but 
the longing of the people for the fatherly Leader be- 
came more and more fervent. 

The South Korean people still have in mind par- 
ticularly the warm fatherly love Premier Kim I] Sung 
had given to them during the Fatherland Liberation 
War. 

In those days the Premier saw to it that the peo- 
ple’s committees were restored in the liberated areas 
of South Korea and that the land reform, promulga- 
tion of the labour law and other demccratic reforms 
were carried out just as in the northern half of the 
Republic to satisfy the centuries-old desire of the 
South Korean people. 

In recollection of that time, a peasant in North 
Cholla Province said:

The respected 
Premier set up the people’s committee and distributed 
even the land free of charge to the landless peasants. 
The villagers did not keep back the tears of joy and 
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tightly embraced the People’s Armymen sent by the 
respected Premier. All danced and sang. They 
thought that, though suffered from hunger and back: 
breaking toill in the past, a happy life was brought 
to them by General Kim I] Sung’s favour warmer 
than the sunshine. I can never forget the deep emo- 
tion and excitement I feli at that time.” 

An inhabitant in South Korea said: “I was sur- 
prised at the spirit of the People’s Armymen who 
protected and valued the people’s property and life 
when they were stationed in our village during the 
war. We then realized clearly that General

A certain woman in South Korea remarked: 

“ll fight as far as I can for the day when we will 
live under the leadership of Comrade Kim I] Sung. 

“We are told that the respected Premier often 
spend sleepless night at the thought of our suffer- 
ings. How can we sit idle!” 

Another South Korean inhabitant said: 

“We should come out in the struggle to drive out 
the U.S. imperialists and clean up their stooges so 
that we may be embraced in the bosom of the respect- 
ed Premier who does not forget us even a moment.

THE PATH AHEAD OF US” 


The line of the South Korean revolution and the 
unification of the country which was clearly set 
forth again by Premier Kim I] Sung, the great 
Leader of the 40 million Korean people, in the great 
Ten-point Political Programme announced at the 
Finst Session of the Fourth Supreme People’s As- 
sembly of the D.P.R.K. and in the report delivered at 
the celebration of the 20th anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Republic is grasping the hearts of more 
and more people in South Korea as days go by, in- 
spiring them with invincible might and courage. 

Warmly supporting and approving, when inform- 
ed of the Ten-point Political Programme of the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic, the line of the Government 
of the Republic for an independent unification of the 
country which is an embodiment of the revolutionary 
ideas, the idea of Juche expounded by the respected 
and beloved Leader, the South Korean people are 
proudly expressing their national pride and convic- 
tion that the Korean people can realize the unifica- 
tion of the country by themselves under the wise 
leadership of Premier Kim I] Sung, the great father 
and Leader of the nation:

are cClamouring a “unification by the UN” or the 
like advocating a “doctrine of unifying” the country 
by relying on outside forces. They brand them as 
being “against unification” and as “traitorous allega- 
tions virtually refusing the unification.” 


A South Korean inhabitant said: “We have been 
trampled underfoot and swayed long enough. The 
masses have been fooled by and have suffered from 
the self-styled trumpets of lies such as Syngman 
Rhee’s ‘unification by march north’ and Pak Jung 
Hi’s ‘unification prevailing over communism’ and 
‘first construction, later unification.” But how can 
the masses get along fooled or remain fooled any 
longer? And what on earth can ever check the dawn 
already brightening from the North of the same 
land?” 

Other South Korean residents, too, said: ‘“Let’s 
drive out the U.S. imperialists and achieve the uni- 
fication of our country at an earliest possible date 
to hasten the day when we can lead a happy life in 
the bosom of the respected and beloved Leader 
Premier Kim I] Sung.” 


The South Korean people who have heard of the 
report delivered by Premier Kim Il Sung at the 
celebration of the 20th anniversary of the founding 
of the D.P.R.K., are expressing their warm support

The ‘U.S. embassy in South Korea’ was the place 
where the national traitors went first at the 
time of the April 19 Uprising and that served as 
a shelter where puppet Pak Jung Hi clique would 
fly to take refuge hurryscurry in the helicopter which 
had been specially parked in ‘Chongwadae’ whenever 
the waves of the students’ demonstrations surged 
high. Moreover, the Pak Jung Hi puppet regime re- 
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ceives instructions from the ‘U.S. ambassador in 
South Korea’ whenever it makes a ‘policy.’ 

“All these facts tell clearly that the ‘power’ of 
the Pak Jung Hi clique is a puppet regime of the 
U.S. imperialists. 

“Premier Kim I] Sung indicated that unless the 
U.S. imperialists are driven out and the puppet re- 
gime overthrown, neither the genuine happiness of 
the South Korean brothers nor the unification of our 
country can be attained. 

“Upholding the teachings of Premier Kim I] Sung, 
we will unfold an anti-U.S., national-salvation strug- 
gle and will resolutely fight to establish a genuine 
people’s power in the South.” 

Particularly, the South Korean people who have

The South Korean revolutionaries and patriots 
are unfolding unflinching struggile both underground 
and in mountains, expanding their organizations in 
defiance of the fascist tyranny of the U.S. imperial- 
ists and their lackeys in order to embody the great 
strategic and tactical line of the South Korean rev- 
olution and the country’s unification, the line made 
clear by Premier Kim I] Sung, the respected and be- 
loved Leader of the 40 million Korean people. 


A part of such indomitable struggles of the Soutn 
Korean revolutionaries and patriots finds expression 
in the recent activities of those affiliated with the 
United Revolutionary Party, the People’s Revolu- 
tionary Party, the Liberation Strategic Party which 
are subjected to the ruthless oppression by the 
enemy, and those involved in the “case of Imjado” 
and the case of the “Operative Group for Communiz- 
ing South Korea.” 


Especially, the anti-U.S., national-salvation acti- 
vities carried out by the members of the United Rev- 
olutionary Party vividly show the lofty revolution- 
ary traits of the South Korean revolutionaries and 
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patriots who are boundlessly loyal to the respected 
and beloved Leader Premier Kim I] Sung. 

The United Revolutionary Party was organized 
cn March 15, 1964, on the eve of the imminent storm 
of the March 24 and June 3 Uprisings. The Party 
took up as its guiding principle the revolutionary 
ideas of Premier Kim I! Sung, the respected and be- 
loved Leader of the 40 million Korean people and 
set it as its fighting programme to rally the entire 
South Korean people closely around the respected 
and beloved Leader Premier Kim I] Sung, do away 
with the colonial rule of the U.S. imperialists in 
South Korea and achieve the independent unification 
of the country strictly in accordance with the strate- 
gic and tactical line of the South Korean revolution 
and the country’s unification, the line put forward 
by the Leader, so as to accomplish the cause of the 
national liberation democratic revolution.

of the Party’s leading members such as Kim Jong 
Tae, Choe Yong Do, Kim Jil Rak and Li Mun Gyu 
who made strenuous efforts day and night upholding 
the instructions of Premier Kim I] Sung to organize 
a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist Party in South 
Korea. Kim Jong Tae and Choe Yong Do, the indo- 
mitable revolutionary fighters, remained loyal to the 
Leader and revolution until they were murdered by 
the fascist hangmen. 
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The leading members of this Party made it their 
first and foremost revolutionary task to equip them- 
selves above all with the great revolutionary ideas 
of Premier Kim IJ Sung in order to consolidate the 
Party organized and develop it into a militant 
Party. 

In good time they learned and studied over Radio 
Pyongyang the works of Premier Kim I] Sung and 
his speeches at major conferences; they tape-record- 
ed or took notes of their contents to bring them home 
to the Party members and let them study. 

They made a systematic study of the “Selected 
Works of Kim I] Sung” and “Reminiscences of the 
anti-Japanese Guerillas” at the secret meetings held 
two or three times a month. In particular, they put 
all their heart and soul into studying “General 
Kim Il Sung, the Sun of the Nation,” his biography, 
containing the historical data of the great revolu- 
tionary struggle of Premier Kim I! Sung. 

The biography of the Leader which touches every- 
one’s heart-strings and sets him afire was passed 
from hand to hand with an irresistable force to be 
read on and on. 

Indeed, the revolutionary ideas of Premier 
Kim Il Sung, the great Leader of the 40 million Ko- 
rean people, and the history of his revolutionary 
struggle and exploits over 40-odd years served for 
the members of the United Revolutionary Party as 
guiding principles in all their activities, pabulum 
for the revolution and a mirror in their struggle. 

Upholding the teachings of Premier Kim Il Sung 
that “the Marxist-Leninist Party should maintain 
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close bonds of kinship with the workers, peasants,

Along with this, they strove to form numerous 
organizations including the “National Liberation 
Front,” the “Fatherland Liberation Front” and their 
affiliated societies—the ‘Association of the ‘60’s 
Graduates,” the “Society for Study of New Culture,” 
the “Buddhist Youth Society” and the like—and to 
rally the masses of all walks of life around them 
so as to form the broad anti-U.S., national-salvation 
united front. 

Having acquired, in the process of studying the 
works by the Leader, a deep understanding of the 
truth that the revolution begins with the awakening 
of the masses, the members of the United Revolu- 
tionary Party dynamically conducted the political 
propaganda work for awakening the masses of the 
people to national and cllass consciousness.

Through such energetic political propaganda 
work, the leading members of the United Revolu- 
tionary Party rallied the South Korean revolution- 
aries and the broad masses of the people firmly

They vigorously organized and unfolded the mass 
struggle, properly combining diverse forms and me- 
thods of struggles such as political and economic 
struggles, violent and non-violent struggles and so 
on to suit the subjective and objective situations 
created in South Korea. Mention should be made of 
the fact that the United Revolutionary Party care- 
fully organized and led the demonstrations to shat- 
ter a farce of the “elections” to the puppet “National 
Assembly” that was staged by the U.S. imperialists 
and the Pak Jung Hi puppet clique, on June 8, 1967 
and their puppet “presidential inauguration cere- 
mony” held on July 1. 

Besides, this Party organized and waged an ac- 
tive anti-U.S. demonstration struggle to oppose and 
reject a skunk called Humphrey, former U.S. Vice- 
President, who wormed his way into Seoul to inten- 
sify the manoeuvres for a new war. The anti-U.S., 
anti-‘““Government” demonstrations held in protest 
against the farce of fraudulent “June 8 elections” 
and the puppet “presidential inauguration ceremony”’ 
and against Humphrey’s visit to South Korea were 
reported to have lasted more than 20 days in 30 
areas of South Korea even according to much doc- 
tored figures released by the South Korean press in 
those days. The demonstrations involved more than 
204,000 students of 145 universities, colleges and 
middle and high schools, and 32,000 or more peoples 
of all walks of life, too, joined them in a positive 
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struggle against U.S. imperialism and its lackeys. 

Bearing in mind the teaching of the Leader that 
the South Korean people can win power and attain 
freedom and liberation only by means of violence, 
the members of the United Revolutionary Party 
pushed ahead energetically with the preparations 
for the armed struggle—the establishment of the 
bases, training and rearing of the military cadres 
and obtaining of weapons—under a code name “P.S. 
Operation” (Which means “from paper to steel”, namely, 
“from ideological work to armed struggle” Ed.) 

The above mentioned brilliant anti-U.S., national 
salvation activities carried out by the members of 
the United Revolutionary Party including such in- 
domitable revolutionary fighters as Kim Jong Tae 
and Choe Yong Do constitute a vivid illustration 
which affords us a brief glimpse of the revolutionary 
traits of the South Korean revolutionaries and pat- 
riotic people who are doing all they can in a fer- 
vent adoration of the respected and beloved Leader 
Premier Kim I] Sung to faithfully follow to the last 
the path indicated by him. 

The South Korean revolutionaries and the patri- 
otic people are active not only in the underground 
revolutionary activities but also in the struggle for 
shattering the enemy with arms in their hands. 

Having organized the armed guerilla units and 
equipping them with the weapons capiured from the 
enemy as was done by the anti-Japanese guerillas 
in the past, they are conducting peerlessly bold op- 
erations in Seoul City, Chungchong, Cholla, Kyong- 
sang and Kangwon Provinces and other parts of 
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South Korea, mercilessly doing away with the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors and the puppet bandits in 
the name of the people on the one hand and on the 
other raiding on their barracks and sentry posts, 
derailing and destroying their military trains, cut- 
ting off the cables and showering hand grenades on 
the telegraph and telephone offices breaking through 
the enemy’s strict cordon. 


Such a struggle of the South Korean revolution- 
aries and patriots helps the South Korean people to 
keep up the revolutionary fervour still further, serve 
as a stern rebuff to the colonial rule of the U.S. im- 
perialists and the Pak Jung Hi clique and drive the 
enemy into horror and confusion. 


The South Korean armed guerillas show, through 
their actual struggle, how the revolutionaries should 
live and fight. 

There is an example that stirs up every mind. 


It was early in 1968. A South Korean armed gue- 
rilla unit appeared in Yangju County, Kyonggi Pro- 
vince, raided on the barracks of the puppet army and 
mowed down scores of enemies including a regi- 
mental commander. Completely taken aback by this 
surprise attack, the enemy brought a big unit into 
action for “punitive expedition.” At this critical mo- 
ment a hero of the armed guerilla unit allured the 
enemy to himself and fought a heroic battle for seven 
hours with a determination to defend the fatherland 
and revolution and ensure the safety of the revolu- 
tionary comrades at the risk of his life. On running 
out of bullets, he, with a grenade in his hand, 
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flung himself bravely on the enemy, gave them a 
wholesale death and died a heroic death. 

The glorious death of the hero gives us a picture 
of the most beautiful and lofty traits of the South 
Korean revolutionaries and patriotic people, the faith- 
ful men of the Leader and the true sons and daught- 
ers of the fatherland who, having carried forward 
the glorious revolutionary traditions of the anti-Jap- 
anese armed struggle, are fighting true to the great 
revolutionary ideas of Premier Kim I! Sung, the 
sun of our nation and the respected and beloved 
Leader. 

The South Korean armed guerillas are giving 
wholesale death to the enemy and, at the same time, 
‘are going among the people to inspire them with the 
great revolutionary ideas of Premier Kim II Sung, 
the respected and beloved Leader. 

The struggle of the South Korean revolutionaries 
and patriotic people as mentioned above is enjoying 
active support and encouragement by the South Ko- 
rean people. 

A mother in South Korea, though she was rub- 
bing on from hand to mouth, saved food and dried 
fish and sent them to the fighting revolutionaries 
saying, “those who are making revolution true to the 
ideas of Premier Kim I] Sung are more precious 
than anyone else.” A certain Yu, a hired hand for 
the landlord in Wolpyong-ri, Wolsan Sub-county, 
Tamyang County, South Cholla Province, also sent 
three mals of husked barley to the revolutionaries, 
even though he himself was not properly fed. 

A peasant in Kangwon Province, South Korea, 
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served as a guide of the guerillas; a villager in 
Uljin County gave boiled-rice and rice in vinyl bags 
to the guerillas who were leaving his village, having 
carried out their mission. 

The bond between the guerillas and the people 
is being made stronger and unbreakable by their 
common goal and aspiration to hasten the day when 
they will enjoy genuine freedom and happiness under 
the wise leadership of Premier Kim I] Sung, the re- 
spected and beloved Leader of the 40 million Korean 
people, looking up to him as_ the sun of the nation 
with a boundless adoration of him. 

Thanks to the positive activities of the South Ko- 
rean revolutionaries and patriots boundlessly loyal 
to the Leader, the revolutionary struggle of the South 
Korean people today is gaining in scope day by day, 
and becoming gradually organized and rooted deep 
among the workers and peasants, the main force of 
revolution. Thus the broader sections of the masses 
are joining in the vigorous revolutionary struggle. 

The U.S. imperialists and their henchmen are 
panic-stricken and thrown into terrible confusion by 
the underground and armed guerilla struggles the 
revolutionaries are waging everywhere in South Ko- 
rea, along the path of revolution pointed by the great 
Leader, and by the revolutionary advance of the 
broad masses of people including the workers, peas- 
ants, fishermen, rank-and-file soldiers of the puppet 
army, youths and students, men of the press, educa- 
tionists, conscientious national capitalists and other 
sections of the people. 
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7. THE SONG OF LOYALTY 
RINGING OUT FROM PRISON 


Even the prison and the murderous “court” of 
the enemy are powerless to hinder the South Ko- 
rean revolutionaries and patriots infinitely loyal 
to Premier Kim Il Sung from waging a valiant 
struggle against the U.S. imperialists and the vicious 
Pak Jung Hi fascist clique. 

Those who have been arrested unfortunately by 
the enemy in their fight never give in to the brutal 
torture and the threat by his bayonets but hold 
fast to the revolutionary constancy in their strug- 
gle, bearing deep in mind the honour of being the 
soldiers of the Leader; they shout aloud manse for 
the Leader even when brought to the scaffold. 

Kim Jong Tae, chairman of the Seoul City Com- 
mittee of the United Revolutionary Party, gave a 
loud cry “Long live Comrade Kim I] Sung!” just be- 
fore he was executed by the enemy and thus died a 
heroic death on July 10, 1969. 

He undauntedly fought to the last moment of his 
life, worthy of a revolutionary fighter of Premier 
Kim Il Sung. Although he was so bestially tortured 
by the hangmen that he could hardly rise to his 
feet, he tried to break prison from a burning desire 
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to live and fight on till the U.S. imperialists and the 
Pak Jung Hi puppet clique are wiped out for good. 

Just before his prison-breaking, he wrote letters 
addressed to his beloved family and revolutionary 
comrades in prison, warming up his benumbed fing- 
ers with the steam of the breath; the stirring letters 
permeated with his intense loyalty to the Leader. 

In the letter to Rim Nyong Suk, his wife in pri- 
son, he asked her to remain loyal to the great 
Leader Premier Kim I] Sung to the last under what- 
ever adversity and expressed a conviction that the 
unification of the country would surely be attained 
before long, and then they would enjoy happiness 
in the warm bosom of the fatherly Leader. He went 
on expressing his earnest desire: ‘“Let’s reunite with 
each other if we remain alive till the unification. 
Live a life as the wife of a revolutionary, and as 
his daughters and sons. That’s what I want.” He 
added in the end: “I hope you will bring up my sons 
and daughters the way you should as the wife of 
a revolutionary.” 

In the letter addressed to his revolutionary com- 
rades he stressed that the South Korean revolution 
would surely emerge victorious though going 
through difficulties in the struggle; he also asked 
them never to yield to the enemy’s persecution but 
fight on to the last just as they were resolved in 
the pledge given to the respected and beloved Leader, 
and closed his letter with “Let’s meet again when 
the unification is realized.” In this way he left be- 
hind him the encouraging words full of heartfelt 
loyalty to the Leader and confidence in the victory. 
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At midnight he tore off six iron bars out of nine 
in his cell and jumped down from the second floor. 
The very moment he was just about to steal away 
from the prison gate, he was detected unfortunately 
and arrested by the enemy after all. The enemy shut 
him up in a deep underground cell and put him to 
a harsh torture, but the indomitable revolutionary 
fighter unyieldingly fought against the enemy to the 
last moment of his life. 

A lot of other revolutionaries behind the bars 
fought as courageously as he did. 

The newspaper “Taehan Ilbo” published in Seoui 
carried on December 26, 1968 a photo of the in- 
domitable revolutionary fighter Choe Yong Do, chair- 
man of the South Cholla Provincial Committee of the 


Even at the murderous “court” the revolutionaries 

and patriots in South Korea are fighting unflinching- 

ly against the U.S. imperialists and their stooges, the 
Pak Jung Hi fascist clique 
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United Revolutionary Party, who was waging 4a 
struggle in “court.” The photo passed a rigid cen- 
sorship, of course, but shows us how calm and sell- 
possessed he is, leaning back in a chair as if to 
pass judgement on the enemy with disdain for and 
scoff at them. 

He never stopped fighting either in the “court” 
or behind bars; he felt a great deal of responsibility 
for the revolution to the last moment and proudly 
demonstrated how the revolutionaries, who fight up- 
holding the great revolutionary ideas of Premier 
Kim Il Sung, should live and glorify their last. 

The struggle in the “court” by the other men and 
women members of the United Revolutionary Party 
who, stubbornly maintaining that it was a national 
obligation, anything but guilty, to drive out the 
U.S. imperialists and unify the country, trenchantly 
denounced the U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi 
puppet clique for their crimes, also shows the lofty 
spiritual world of the South Korean revolutionaries 
who has a high sense of responsibility for the revo- 
lution and an _ indomitable fighting spirit of re- 
maining faithful to the Leader to the last. 

Rim Nyong Suk, wife of Kim Jong Tae, and other 
women revolutionaries also kept up a determined 
struggle in the “court”; they sternly condemned the 
U.S. imperialist aggressors for causing the tragedy 
of the territorial division and national split, stressed 
that a great number of mothers and children were 
subjected to intolerable insult by the wolfish U.S. 
imperialists, shedding blood and falling dead for no 
apparent. reasons, and proudly declared that it was 
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legitimate for them to have come out in the strug- 
gle for the future of the rising generation, holding 
high the banner of the anti-U.S., national salvation. 

The progressive men of the press, the intellectuals, 
youths and students, who were accused and tried 
by the U.S. imperialists and their stooges on a 
cooked-up “charge” of being involved in the so- 
called “Case of the Operative Group for Communiz- 
ing South Korea,” bitterly refuted the “argument” of 
the enemy, each saying “I pledged loyalty to the 
Workers’ Party of Korea and Comrade Kim II] Sung 
with all my heart” and “How can you find me 
guilty?”; a patriot brought to the “court” dealing 
with the “case” of the Society for Comparative 
Study of Nationalism made a statement in denuncia- 
tion of the enemy that some day “this ‘trial’, too, will 
be put on the trial of history.” 

This gives us a clear picture of what a vigorous 
struggle the South Korean revolutionaries and pat- 
riots are waging in defiance of the murderous threat 
and the gallows of the enemy upholding the great 
revolutionary ideas of Premier Kim I] Sung, the re- 
spected and beloved Leader, with an endless wave 
of adoration for him. 

One of such examples is that of the two 
South Korean revolutionaries who were put behind 
bars in Taegu, North Kyongsang Province but never 
gave up their indomitable struggle even in imprison- 
ment. 

The two revolutionaries exerted the revolutionary 
influences on the prison keepers of the puppet to 
win them over, listened to the Radio Pyongyang with 
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their help and educated in the revolutionary ideas 
of Premier Kim Il Sung the innocent people im- 
prisoned on unfounded charges. 

When the enemy put a patriot called a certain 
Rim on “trial” and tried to mete out a preposter- 
ous “punishment,” he stated that “I have made an 
effort only to liberate South Korea from the colonial 
rule of U.S. imperialism and build a society iree 
from exploitation with workers and peasants as its 
backbone.” And he turned the murderous “court” 
into a platform where the crimes committed by the 
U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi puppet clique 
were fully laid bare before the whole world. 

Fully convinced that the path of revolutionary 
struggle alone will lead them to a way out of the 
hell on earth, the South Korean people find the real 
worth of life and happiness in their struggle waged 
along the road indicated by the respected and be- 
loved Leader Premier Kim II Sung. 

Kim Jong Tae, the indomitable revolutionary 
fighter, sternly condemned the enemy in the murder- 
ous “court”; ‘“...It is the supreme task of the nation 
to liberate the people groaning under the U.S. im- 
perialist bayonets and unify the split country. How 
can you lay the guilt upon the struggle to that 
end? Now is the time for us to put an end to this 
rotten society where evil prevails over good and 
quislings ‘“‘try” patriots. Time hastens the downfall 
of U.S. imperialism.... 

“We Korean people will surely drive out the U.S. 
imperialist aggressors, our sworn enemy, from this 
land and enjoy a happy life under the leadership of 
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General Kim II Sung, the great Leader of the 40 
million Korean people, in the unified country of 
tapestry of three thousand-ri. 

“Then, it will be nowhere else than here that 
you skunks are tried, and the people won’t let you 
off, the pack of traitors to the nation....” 

This is eloquent of the fact that the hearts oi 
all the South Korean revolutionaries and patriois 
today are throbbing vigorously with the infinite loy- 
alty to Premier Kim I] Sung, the sun of the nation, 
and with indomitable revolutionary spirit just as 
was the case with the anti-Japanese revolutionary 
fighters who were educated and reared in the bosom 
of the Leader. 

It is precisely such a confidence and indomitable 
revolutionary spirit that have enabled a large numb- 
er of the South Korean revolutionaries and patriots 
to denounce the enemy so trenchantly even in the 
murderous “court” and nobly met with death at the 
gallows, holding their heads high and visualizing 
the morrow of the motherland. Although the U.S. 
imperialists and their puppet clique are running 
amuck to stamp out the ever-growing patriotic and 
revolutionary forces in South Korea, the detachment 
of revolutionaries and patriots each with daggers of 
revenge in hands are growing in numbers and 
strength to bury the enemy once and for all. 

A South Korean revolutionary armed with the 
revolutionary ideas of the Leader is resolved to fight 
on and avenge a thousand times on the U.S. imperi- 
alist aggressors and their lackeys the murder of his 
comrades-in-arms and the people. 
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Here is what he says: 

“We will never forget even a while what the 
revolutionary comrades who fell in the struggle for 
the revolution in South Korea earnestly wanted with 
us and will surely work off the inveterate grudge of 
millions of people who were brutally slaughtered by 
the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys.”’ 
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8. “LONG LIVE GENERAL 
KIM IL SUNG!” 
SOUNDS EVERYWHERE 


Cherishing deep in their hearts the image of 
Premier Kim I] Sung, peerless patriot and national 
hero, the broad masses of the South Korean people 
including workers, peasants, fishermen, puppet army 
soldiers, youth and students, journalists, education- 
ists and conscientious national capitalists are out in 
the courageous struggle for their rights to existence 
and democracy and for an independent unification 
of the country. 

As the darker it gets the eagerer the desire for 
the sun-shine grows, so the more tyrannical the 
savage rule by the enemy becomes, the more unquen- 
chable are the growing feelings of respect and re- 
verence of the South Korean people for the great 
Leader, the sun of our nation. 

How fervent is the South Korean people’s adora- 
tion of the great Leader Premier Kim I! Sung can 
be found in a recent instance of a South Korean 
family. 

Swearing all their allegiance to the Leader, the 
family reverently embroidered a map of Korea and 
the greetings “Marshal Kim Il Sung, may you live 
long!’ on a piece of red velvet cloth, and presented 
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it to him. It is said that it took, indeed, a year, 360 
odd days to embroider the words of sincerity and lo- 
yalty stitch by stitch avoiding the enemy’s watch. 

The night when they had finished preparing the 
embroidery, the old man of this family asked a revo- 
lutionary organization to have it sent to Premier 
Kim Il Sung as a present in honour of the 20th 
anniversary of the founding of the Demecratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea. Thus the revolutionary or- 
ganization, as the old man desired, came to have 
the honour ‘of conveying the gift, though with dif- 
ficulties, to the respected and beloved Leader Premier 
Kim I] Sung, on the occasion of the anniversary of 
the founding of the Republic. 

How can we say that the case of this family is 
the only instance of such a red and boundless loyalty 
to the Leader! The loyalty that, as the sunflower fol- 
lows the sun, expresses itself in the respect for and 
adoration of the great Leader Premier Kim I! Sung 
is burning in the hearts of the workers who are 
suffering from unbearable labour, is seething in the 
hearts of the peasants who are groaning in the lack 
of food all the year round, and is blooming in the 
minds of youths and students and intellectuals as 
well who are crying for justice and truth. 

A woman by the name of Kim Suk Hi who lives 
itt Kimchon, North Kyongsang Province, mailed a 
parcel at the “Kimchon Post Office” to have it sent 
as a hearty present to Premier Kim I] Sung but her 
desire was not realized because of the suppression 
by the puppet clique. 

The parcel, they say, contained a letter express- 
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ing the aspiration to sweep out the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors and the Pak Jung Hi puppet clique and 
toe “achieve the peaceful unification” of the country 
so that the entire Korean people might lead a happy 
life under the leadership of Premier Kim I] Sung, 
the respected and beloved Leader; it also contained 
other things including a handkerchief with the let- 
ters “Unification of North and South” embroidered 
on it. 

Another woman sent him a present, an embroidery 
with “Long Live Marshal Kim I] Sung!” lettered 
on the silk cloth of Yangdan which she had bought 
with the money she earned penny by penny to make 
her wedding dress for her coming marriage. 

A peasant, too, humbly and sincerely wishing the 
respected and beloved Leader a good health and 
longevity sent the Leader a local special produce 
which had been cultivated for generations of his 
family. 

For this burning loyalty to the Leader the South 
Korean pepole are fighting on in an unbending, sky- 
high spirit even under the darkness covered with 
heavy black clouds of fascism. 

The South Korean people have now gone so far 
as to express in public their warm feelings of respect 
and adoration of the great Leader Premier 
Kim II Sung in spite of brutal enemy’s suppression. 

Some time ago, according to a South Korean 
newspaper, a young miner of “Myongdok Mine” in 
Kangwon Province, South Korea, finding no way 
to subdue his burning feelings of respect and reve- 
rence for Premier Kim I] Sung, shouted at the top 
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of his voice: “Long Live General Kim I] Sung!” 
towards the masses in a town of Hwangjisam and 
introduced and propagandized the brilliant realities 
of the northern half of the Republic prospering and 
developing with every passing day under the wise 
leadership of the Leader. He did not give up his 
faith even under arrest by the puppet police. 

A young man who is engaged in farming in 
Oeam-ri, Songak Sub-county, Asan County, South 
Chungchong Province, loudly shouted: “I support 
General Kim I] Sung” to the pepole in a bus on his 
way home from an “anti-communist meeting” held 
under compulsion by the U.S. imperialists and their 
stooges; also a young peasant in Taejon City shout- 
ed in a strong voice before the crowd of his collea- 
gues: “Long live General Kim II Sung!” just as 
prompted by the emotion he had been cherishing deep 
in his heart. 

In a puppet army division five soldiers shouted 
in a loud voice before more than 500 of his fellow- 
soldiers: “Long live Marshal Kim II Sung, the peer- 
less patriot and the great Leader of our nation!” 
“Long live the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea!” 

Besides, in streets and villages, theatres and 
cinemas, even in prisons—all over South Korea such 
events cccur one after another in which the “Song of 
General Kim I] Sung,” “The Patriotic Song,” “We 
Envy Nothing in the World” and the revolutionary 
songs sung formerly by the anti-Japanese guerillas 
are heard and in which feelings of fervent adoration 
of the Leader are expressed at the top of their voices: 
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An old man in South Korea takes out the portrait 
of Premier Kim Il Sung and urges youngsters to 
courageously fight upholding his lofty ideas 


“I support General Kim I] Sung,” “Long live 
General Kim I! Sung!” 

A South Korean inhabitant said: “Most people 
in South Cholla Province adore General Kim I] Sung 
as the national hero and their outstanding Leader,” 
and added: ‘The peasants in certain districts are 
keeping secretly the portraits of the Premier and the 
teen-agers between seventeen and eighteen in my 
native village are all singing the ‘Song of General 


Kim I] Sung’ and ‘The Patriotic Song’. 
The leaflets supporting Premier Kim II Sung 
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frequently appear here and there in South Korea 
despite the ruthless suppression by the enemy. 

The leaflets of “People! Let’s rise up! Retire, 
dictatorial government!” “Long live great General 
Kim I! Sung!” were circulated in Cheju Island, and 
the slogan of “Long live General Kim I] Sung, the 
Leader of the D.P.R.K.!” was put up in the regions 
of South Kyongsang Province and the leaflets 
of “Long live Marshal Kim II] Sung, the peerless 
patriot and the great Leader of the nation!” were cir- 
culated in Seoul, Taegu and other parts of South 
Korea. 

Some inhabitants in South Korea are not only 
openly expressing their overflowing feelings of re- 
verence for the respected and beloved Leader Premier 
Kim I] Sung, but also introducing and propagandiz- 
ing among the masses, at the risk of their lives, the 
wise leadership of the Leader and the reality in 
the northern half of the Republic prospering and de- 
veloping with every passing day, thus inspiring them 
to the struggle. 

In a county of North Cholla Province a young 
man gathered the pupils of a middle school and 
taught them: “You all should be loyal to General 
Kim I! Sung and devote your lives solely to him.” 

A young man who lives in Paldal Avenue, Suwon 
City, Kyonggi Province, propagandized openly a- 
mong the residents in the main street of Yongdong, 
North Chungchong Province saying, “The northern 
half of the Republic is a land of happiness and we 
can lead a happy life only when we find ourselves 
in such a world.” 
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A woman who dwells in Hungob-ri One, Hungob 
Sub-county, Wonsong County, Kangwon Province 
of South Korea, infuriated at the enemy for his habi- 
tual slanderous propaganda against the northern 
half of the Republic made by show of filthy “anti- 
communist” films of falsity and concoction, resolu- 
tely stood up in the midst of screening and made a 
speech to the effect that when the North-South unifi- 
cation is realized the people in South Korea will 
also enjoy happiness in the bosom of General 
Kim I] Sung. 

A patriotic inhabitant who resides in Kuryong- 
ri, Pusan Sub-county, Changhung County, South 
Cholla Province encouraged the passengers in a 
train for Mokpo from Seoul, around 3:30 a.m. on 
August 28, 1968 by introducing and propagandizing 
among them the brilliant developments in the nor- 
thern half of the Republic where an unprecedented 
national prosperity is being achieved under the wise 
leadership of the respected and beloved Leader 
Premier Kim Il Sung and by exposing and denounc- 
ing the traitorous acts of the wicked puppet clique. 

The aspiration to live up to the will of the Premier 
are also expressed among South Korean entrepre- 
neurs and even among the “officials” of the terminal 
puppet administrative organs. 

According to the report of South Korean papers, 
an entrepreneur living in Taejon City, South Chung- 
chong Province, introduced the great revolutionary 
activities of the Leader and the brilliant realities in 
the northern half of the Republic which has been 
turned into a people’s paradise under the wise lead- 
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ership of the Leader while proudly shouting to the 
masses “I wholeheartedly respect Genera! 
Kim I] Sung,” in Kayang-dong and other parts of 
the city; and a wire broadcasting enterpriser relayed 
even for 20 minutes Radio Pyongyang announcing 
the news from the countryside of the northern half 
of the Republic seething with zeal of increasing grain 
production to its listeners of over 2,000 households 
in District One, Talsan-ri, Nam Sub-county, Sosan 
County, South Chungchong Province. 

A patriotic inhabitant who had been a “clerk” 
of a terminal puppet administrative organ of Tong- 
hungnam-dong, Kurnsan City, North Cholla Pro- 
vince, also introduced and propagandized among large 
numbers of residents. the brilliant realities of 
the northern half of the Republic, braving the enemy’s 
brutal suppression. 

These are only a few instances of the numerous 
facts that can be seen anywhere, in streets and 
countryside of South Korea.
